A 13-year-old Bristol Township 
boy is in fair condition in Lower 
Bucks County Hospital today af­ 
ter being struck in the neck by 
flying fragments of a homemade 
bomb last night. 
Robert Rue of 1303 Chestnut 
St., Lynn Haven, suffered a deep 
laceration on the left side of his 
neck and a possible concussion 
from the explosion which took 
place shortly after 6 p.m. 
Accidental Explosion 


Bristol Township police report 
the accidental explosion took 
place on a lot at Harrison St. 
and Terrace Ave., adjacent to 
the township’s Third District 
Fire Company. 
Rue, according to police, was 
playing baseball with a group 
of boys on the lot at the time. 


Two 
boys, 
aged 
14 
and 
15, were taken into custody by 
police and later turned over to 
their parents after being identi­ 
fied as having made the bomb. 
la Hole In Sign 
Police said the two boys 
placed a four-inch carbon diox­ 
ide-type cartridge, filled with 
sugar and saltpeter, in a hole 
in a sign near the lot. The boys, 
police said, then tried to ignite 
the device with matches. 
Failing at first to light the 
bomb, police said, the boys then 
jammed a ballpoint pen against 
the end of the cartridge, setting 
off a hissing sound which at­ 
tracted Rue’s attention. How­ 
ever, police report, the bomb 
blew up and hit Rue in the 
neck as he turned to what was 
burning. 
Neighbors, a t t r a c t e d by 
screams of Rue and other young­ 
sters, rushed to the scene and 
found the injured boy lying on 
the ground and bleeding pro­ 
fusely. 
One of the first on the scene 
was Eugene G. Kehoe of 1207 
Bath Road. Kehoe is secretary

of the Bristol Township Board 
of Commissioners. 
The boy was rushed to Lower 
Bucks County Hospital in a 
Bucks County Rescue Squad 
ambulance. At the hospital the 
youth underwent an emergency 
transfusion because of the loss 
of blood from an inch-and-a-half 
deep laceration in the left side 
of his neck. 
Rue’s parents were both at 
work at the time of the accident. 
His father, James, had gone 
to work at the Rohm & Haas 
Co., Bristol, at 4 p.m. His 
mother, Sylvia, had left home 
at 4:30 for her part-time job as 
a waitress at the Delaware 
House, Bristol. 
Parents Rush To Hospital 
Police immediately contacted 
the parents who rushed to the 
hospital. They remained there 
until 2 a.m. and again returned 
to the hospital later this morn­ 
ing. 
At home at the time was 
Rue’s grandmother, Mrs. Robert 
Rue. She said she was in the 
house when a little girl came 
running up shouting, “Bobby’s 
hurt, Bobby’s hurt.” 
After asking the child what 
happened, Mrs. Rue said the girl 
told her “some boys lit some­ 
thing and it blew up.” The girl 
then told Mrs. Rue that young 
Robert was lying on the ground 
bleeding. “They sent for a am­ 
bulance,” she added. 
Brother On Scene 
Mrs. Rue then went out of the 
house and over to the lot where 
she saw several persons stand­ 
ing about her injured grandson. 
Also on the scene by then was 
Rue’s brother, James, 15. 
The injured boy is a seventh 
grade student at the Franklin 
D. Roosevelt Junior High School. 
His

In a special message to Con­ 
gress, Kennedy urged passage of 
bills to provide the government 
with a tight check on misleading 
advertising, packaging, sales and 
other practices aimed at bilking 
the buyer. 
The presidential message is the 
first of its kind to deal entirely 
with the interests and needs of 
the consumer. 
Kennedy also announced an ex­ 
ecutive order to give the consum­ 
er ‘‘whose views are not often 
heard” in Washington, a voice in 
government. 
Fulfills Campaign Promise 
Fulfilling a campaign promise, 
he directed the creation of a con­ 
sumers’ advisory council to keep 
the Council of Economic Advisers 
posted on the needs of purchasers 
of goods and services. He also 
ordered the head of each appli­ 
cable federal agency to pick an 
assistant to keep him advised on 
consumer interests. 
He also directed the postmaster 
general to set up a pilot project 
by displaying in some IOO post 
offices, samples of publications 
useful to consumers. 
“The housewife is called upon 
to be an amateur electrician, me­ 
chanic, c h e m i s t , toxicologist, 
dietitician 
and mathematician.” 
Kennedy said, “but she is rarely 
furnished t h e information she 
needs to perform these tasks 
proficiently.”

Officials estimated the 
cost would run about $10 million 
for the added staff and programs.

Repeal The Law Of The Jungle* 


GENEVA (UPP—The United 
States called today for “repeal of 
the law of the jungle" with a 
speedy 30 per cent reduction in 
world arms and nuclear delivery 
vehicles plus a global warning 
system to prevent war by sur­ 
prise or accident. 
The Russians countered with a 
draft treaty for general and com­ 
plete disarmament—at first read­ 
ing similar to the one they pro­ 
posed two years ago. They re­ 
mained as opposed as ever to 
the kind of controls the West de­ 
mands. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and 
Soviet 
Foreign 
Minister 
Andrei Gromyko presented the 
plans of their two countries at 
the opening of debate by the 17- 
nation disarmament conference. 
Urges Speed 
Their speeches were relatively 
low-keyed, with neither engaging 
in any particularly open propa 
ganda attack on the other. Gro­ 
myko spoke first and Rusk fol 
lowed him immediately, thus get 
ting the two nuclear giants on 
record at the start. 
Rusk urged the conference to 


approve “without delay” a four- 
point 
interim 
program 
which 
among other features, would end 
production of fissionable material 
for nuclear weapons. 
In addition, he again appealed 
to Russia to sign a nuclear test 
ban treaty with inspection and

Manpower 


Training Bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy today signed into 
law a bill to teach new skills to 
up to a million unemployed work 
ers at federal-state expense. He 
hailed it as a significant step to­ 
ward achieving high and stable 
employment. 
The President had placed the 
manpower training bill first this 
year among his proposals to Con 
gress for bolstering the nation’s 
economy. The federal government 
will bear most of the $435 million 
cost. 
At a White House ceremony at 
tended by House and Senate lead­ 
ers instrumental in enactment of 
the bill, Kennedy said the program 
represented “perhaps the most 
significant legislation in the area 
of employment since the historic 
Employment Act of 1946.” 
The President said he was elat­ 
ed at prompt action on the pro­ 
posal and noted that he wasted no 
time signing the bill, enacted by 
Congress two days ago. 
First In Series 
“This is the first in a series of 
needed employment programs and 
I am hopeful that all the meas­ 
ures for achieving a high and 
stable level of employment, rec­ 
ommended by this administration, 
will be available to the federal 
government in the near future,” 
Kennedy said. 
Welfare 
Secretary 
Abraham 
Ribicoff said the new three-year 
program would be a major weap­ 
on against joblessness and de­ 
pendency on government. 
It provides a "magnificent op 
portunity for young people and for 
unemployed workers to receive 
training in new skills so that they 
may be qualified for employment 
to meet some of the critical man 
power shortages,” Ribicoff said. 
The primary need, he said, is 
for trained scientific, professional 
and technical workers. 
The bill was the first major 
item of New Frontier legislation 
to become law since Congress re­ 
turned to work in January. 
It also was the No. I domestic 
request in Kennedy's State of the 
Union Message. He said then that 
the proposal would help “stop the 
waste of able-bodied men and 
women who want to work but 
whose only skill has been replaced 
by a machine, moved with a mill 
or shut down with a mine.” 
Not Wholly New 
A federally sponsored job re­ 
training program is not altogether 
new—a small training system al­ 
ready is under way as part of 
the 1961 area redevelopment law. 
But it is keyed to providing pools 
of labor to lure new industry into 
depressed areas.

erators how much they could 
charge motorists for that bluish 
power fluid has also helped re­ 
duce the price of gas. 
Stations that were selling un­ 
branded lower-priced gasoline 
were obliged to drop their pric­ 
es even lower to meet the third 
grade gasoline. Then the sta­ 


tions selling major gasolines 
but without a third grade had 
to drop their prices to meet 
the competition. 
The manufacturers of those 
chrome-covered galloping gas 
gobblers have also helped the 
motorist in his quest for less 
expensive Riels. Some auto com­ 
panies now advertise that their 
cars no longer need the higher 
octane and more costly fuels. 
Most cars can operate just as 


efficiently on regular octane 
gas, says Detroit. 
If you haven’t seen a new 
gas at your favorite major gas 
company station, be patient. 
New gases will be introduced 
shortly by those companies not 
now on the market with a third 
grade of gasoline. 
In any event, motorists whose 
fuel gauge needle points near 
“empty” today will be able to 
“fill ’er up” for less money.
